Report of Librarian 


To the Trustees of the Rye Public Library: 


During the past year there have been 51 borrowers’ cards 
issued and 7,694 books have been circulated — a small increase 
over the preceding year. 

In order to keep up the interest in the Library it is necessary 
to keep the shelves well supplied with the newest books, and 
to accomplish this, more money is needed. I suggested in 
my report last year, that a sum of about fifty dollars be avail- 
able each month, making it possible to keep all departments 
well supplied.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


To the. Citizens of Rye: 

The School Board respectfully shh their annual report 
and financial statement for the year ending February 15, 1915. 

The outlook for the schools seems bright, and the teachers 
are enthusiastic in their work. The attitude of the pupils is, 
in most cases, one of interest, alertness, and serious purpose. 
The general atmosphere of the schools is business-like. 

One of the conditions which has made good work possible 
during the past year has been the fact that we have had good 
teachers. The teaching force has been excellent, and a general 
spirit of co-operation has prevailed. 

To continue such superiority of work, to say nothing of 
increasing it, requires the payment of good salaries to teachers. 
Changes in the teaching force, by which we lose the services 
of competent instructors, are a distinct loss to the town. We 
must, therefore, ask you to be liberal in your appropriation of 
funds for carrying on the school work in such a way as to most 
benefit the pupils and honor the community. 

Mr. Eugene Tuttle, our Superintendant, after four years of 
untiring labor with us, resigned and his place has been filled 
by Mr. Carl Cotton of Nashua. The School Board feels that 
we have,a most earnest worker, who has his mind and heart 
in the school work and we trust that the schools will advance 
under his supervision. 

During the year we have made the necessary repairs and 
erected a new flagpole. - 

The work in music in the public schools of Rye is going on 
in a very pleasing manner and it is truly inspiring to hear the 
singing in some of the schools. The music is under the direc- 
tion of Miss Lucy M. Hoyt. 

After a most careful study of the situation, with the effort 
to keep expenses at the lowest po‘nt cons'stent with the ef- 
ficiency demanded, we are of the opinion that, to cover repairs, 
and maintain the schools for the current year, we must sub- 
mit to the Selectmen the following to be raised according to 
P. 8. 88-2, for the support and maintenance of the schools, for 
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text-books and supplies, for flags and appurtenances, high 
school tuition, district note and interest on district notes, for 


the ensuing year:

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the School Board of Rye. 


The undersigned respectfully submits his first annual report 
as your Superintendent. It is obvious that the statistical 
tables presented deal with facts concerning my predecessor’s 
work in your schoolrooms. It would be unfair for me to 
draw inferences or to make deductions from these figures, 
since I am unable to determine the exact conditions under 
which they were obtained. I wish to take this opportunity 
to acknowledge the excellent state in which I found the records 
of the office preserved and to say that this feature of his work 
has been of great benefit to me in adjusting myself to the 
work of the office. 

The attendance of the fall term was excellent. Three of 
the schools had marks of over 97% for the term. The lowest 
mark for the term was 94%. 

Our teachers, four of whom are teaching in Rye for the first 
time, have already demonstrated their ability to handle their 
tasks in a suitable and proper manner. Their spirit at all 
times has been praiseworthy and they have co-operated with 
me in every way in carrying out ideas which have seemed 
practical for the school and its environment. A list of the 
teachers and the schools in which they are located appears 
under (IV) of the school statistics. 

Music has been under the direction of Miss Lucy M. Hoyt. 
The pupils are making good progress in this branch of the 
work. | 

On February 9th a Parents-Teachers’ Meeting was held 
for the purpose of discussing the advisability of organizing 
a Parents-Teachers’ Association. An entertainment largely 
of a musical character was given by the pupils. The meeting 
was held without advertising except through a notice written 
by each pupil to the parents, inviting them to the meeting, 
for the purpose of testing the interest in such a meeting. It 
was the unanimous sense of those present that such an organ- 
ization would be feasible in Rye. A resolution was passed 
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calling an association to be formed, to meet three times a 
year and authorizing the slate of officers proposed and elected 
to draw up by-laws for submission at the Spring meeting. 
Such an organization can only tend to draw the school closer 
to the home and strengthen the general child welfare move- 
ment, which is spreading widely everywhere. 

Transportation books have been issued according to your 
directions. An accurate record of each book is kept. There 
has been some minor abuse in the use of these books. In 
general the books have been used only for the purpose author- 
ized. Parents are requested to co-operate with teachers and 
school officials in seeing to it that the books are used only 
for riding to and from the school and that only one fare each 
way is allowed. No book should be destroyed. In case there 
is no further use for the book it should be turned in. 

The seating arrangements at the South School. are not 
right. Adjustable furniture should be provided, as the pupils 
cannot do their work properly under such uncomfortable 
conditions. A ventilating stove is also needed at this school. 
A teacher’s desk is required for the Primary School. 

Additional reading matter has been purchased for the grades 
in general. Grammars and arithmetics have been also pur- 
chased to take the place of those worn out at exchange rates. 
Other supplies were contracted for previous to my arrival. 

Medical inspection of the pupils and teachers of the town 
has amply justified itself. Many of the defects, which retard 
the progress of the pupils in school, are physical in character 
and may be remedied by the parents following the advice of 
the school physician. In his report Dr. White says: 

“T examined 105 pupils, found 33 cases of defective teeth, 
17 cases enlarged tonsils, 7 cases adnoids, and sent home one 
case of mumps found at the time of examination. I found the 
general condition of the school grounds and sanitary arrange- 
ments good and the physical condition of the pupils above 
the average except for the number of poor teeth. It seems to 
me this should be brought to the attention of the parents, 
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for no child is capable of the best work, whose mouth is as 
bad as some of those whom I examined.” 

Sewing and manual training have already been adopted in 
two of the towns of this district. The cost of maintenance of 
such courses after paying for the equipment amounts to but 
a few dollars per year and can be carried on by the teacher 
in charge. Courses like these develop co-ordinations in the 
nervous centers, which are valuable from a practical point 
of view as well as of educative value. In this way the child 
has an outlet for his motor constructive instinct and gains 
a first hand knowledge of what constitutes a fair product of 
his labor, and how it should be done. Cooking, also, might 
come in for attention provided we can obtain the right condi- 
tions for its introduction. 

Many attempts have been made to make the text book 
take the place of the teacher. Failure of our systems of pen- 
manship may be attributed directly to the unpedagogic ap- 
plication of the texts, the teacher feeling that the text is the 
great work to be accomplished. The writing to be success- 
fully taught must be rationally applied to all of the written 
work of the school room in such a manner that a natural 
way of writing is produced. Our writing should be the result 
of general development in all written subjects rather than 
wholly a drill in the writing period, the effect of which does 
not carry over into the written matter of other subjects. 
This general principle applies to all subjects, but our weak- 
ness as teachers in this subject is more apparent because it 
is a matter of form. 

The reaction of the child to the work of the school room 
is a test of the value of school work. The power to properly 
choose and express ideas and a sense of appropriateness in 
their use, is the goal we are aiming at in our language. De- 
velopment of the mother tongue is not acquired through ora- 
torical readings and set selections, but rather through a ra- 
tional development which involves ample opportunity for 
the child to express thought and an abundance of the right 
kind of material to work upon. without being embarrassed 
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with technicalities in observing and reacting upon it. Let 
us give the child a series of properly graded and adjusted 
opportunities and direct his action upon the same in the 
proper channels. At the same time we should allow the 
child more or less discretion as to how he acts upon the 
stimuli during his progress through the grades, in order that 
he may develop the faculty not only to think and express 
himself, but to adjust himself to a situation. The quantity 
and quality of these reactions are sure indicators of our 
efficiency as teachers. 

It is therefore proper that we should see to it that the 
child is taught to think clearly and sharply,'in the terms of 
the subject itself, and not through technicalities of an analy- 
tic character so often clustered about a subject by text-book 
makers and misguided teachers. 

A new text book in spelling has been adopted. It is a work 
of concrete investigation of the material of English spelling 
by W. Franklin Jones, Ph.D., of the University of South De- 
kota, and consists of carefully graded lessons of words selected 
with due care as to the vocabulary which the child uses in 
school and after his school life. One great mistake in the teach- 
ing of spelling has been the lack of a standard as to what words 
should be chosen for spelling in the various grades. Too many 
of the words chosen by the teachers have been meaningless to 
the child and, hence, the effort made in acquiring them has 
been all out of proportion to the value of the product. As the 
written expression upon any subject by a child is usually three 
or four years behind the oral expression of the same subject, 
the child will not use the large words in his writings, although 
he has been taught to spell them. The difficult words which the 
child uses are incorporated in this manual which was produced 
after the examination of many thousands of themes written 
by children with a view to teach the child how to spell all the 
words which he is ever likely to use. Such a vocabulary is 
sufficiently broad to cover the requirements of the average 
person and includes all the so-called close words. There is 
space in the book for the addition of words which are local in

character. The work has the endorsement of leading educa- 
tors and our State Superintendent. 

The office system which was devised by my predecessor is 
being kept up and is open to inspection at all times. A minia- 
ture photo. of each child in the district has been added to his 
individual record card which enables instant identification of 
the child whose name appears upon the card. This was done 
without expense to the district. 

Teachers’ meetings of the entire force of the district have 
been held monthly at Portsmouth. 

The lighting arrangements of all school houses is apparently 
bad. I am working upon a scheme which will soften the glare 
of the cross lights which I hope will prove worthy of adoption 
by you. 

I have no other suggestions to make other than those that 
I may take up directly with you. I wish to take this oppor- 
tunity of expressing my appreciation for many courtesies 
extended to me by the Board and your hearty co-operation.
